In that, is Chriff”s now abſence from the World, and his 
return, and his then receiving his Kingdom, for the good 
of his, and deſtruCtion of Enemies ; 7hex when returning, 
is the Xinzdom ſaid to be received. So, in the Lords Pray- 
er,in our petition, that his Kingdom may come,and his will be 
done as in Heaven, ſoin Earth ; Inthat appears his Kingdom 
to be come, when his will is done in perfes obedience, and that 
15 done in Heaven, our Pattern for it. 7» Heaven there- 
fore is his Kingdom come, and there perfeted. Nor doth 
Chriſts delivering np the Kingdom to the Father exclude 
his own then aHo reigning. .

1 2200 for purchaſing learned Primat Uſhers 
Library ; which being then in England it was by that great 
Cardinal of France eyed, and by the French Embaſſador 
in Fnglaxd preſſed for carneſtly, for other ends, to be by 
them purchaſed at a greater ſumm then was here given. 
Hereby was that pretious Stock of Learning preſerved for 
Treland, whither it was after brought : And by his Grace 
the Duke of Ormond then Lord 7 teutenant and Chancellor 
of this Univerſity, was An. 1661 ordered to be laid up in 
this Colledge, as an addition to the Library here where

now it is. Andnow purſuant to beth thoſe, let there be a- 


place left for this preſent Army alſo, on this their preat 
and peneral ſettlement, they therein gathering the fruits of 
their Labors,and that more abundantly than ever had been 
in /reland before this time. 

Let it not be ſaid, that thoſe other have done ſo much 
and theſe nothing. This is what hath been of old accuſto- 
med;that ot of ſpoils in /Var,fome = ſhould be dedicated to 
God as an acknowledgement of his hand in that work : fo did 
Samnel the ſeer;and Saul the Son of Kiſh; and Abner the Son 
of Ner.and Foab the Son of Zerviah;David alſo the King and

eneral Bleſſing may be expected, this work carrying in its 


elf a bleſſing to Church and State. Pardonthis Digreſſion 
which 1 deliremay be, to that end for which it was inten» 
ded, prevailing. 

As to this great pre/at, to whom I now again return: 

We have ſeen him at the hizneft that thts Church of Ire- 
land could raiſe him, ſee him now as to his Qralifications 
thereunto, 

In him appears-what the great Apoſtle $7. Paul wiſhes. 
for and requires in a Biſhop (3) that he be blameleſs, hoſ- 
pitable, ſober, a louer of g9od Men, jult, holy, holding faft 
the Faith (Orthodox) theſe I but name only without fur- 
ther application as to him, who-may rather ſcent to be in 
that, named or pointed at, as-by his juft and owned Chara- 
Cter ; Add his Zearning a fit apph for ſuch. His: 
parts were more in ſubſtance, then ſhew, ordinarily. His 
value was-muctr intrinfick, not overlaid and ſet forth for 
oltentation. He was a veflel- full of riclr liquor , which 
mult be pierced if taſted, and then found Fragrant, plea- 
ſing, and refreſhing, I was at his Table with others, when- 
a point of Learning paſſing from hand to hand, he for a 
time hearing and ſilent, at length thematter was by him- 
ſelf taken up with variety of learning and reading and de- 
termined to admiration:; fo as a learned prelat preſent, 
brake out into this expreſſion; »»y Lord 7 thank you 7 am 
nov here both Fed and taught, 1 know not but his papers 
may afford ſomething poſthume worthy his parts, and the 
worlds peruſal. This his being 2s: to himſelf reſerved 
ſeems to to be a aatural diſpoſition in; him, being of a qui- 
et Spirit like Taz among; the Patriarks ( Abrahams and 
Facob) of leſs noiſe in the World than they ; and as the 


paterntoall,our Lord Chriſt,vot friving nor his voice heard 
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(399). 
in the Streets Teething to be: rather blamed by his frie; 
as was owr Zordallo by his, (a) go (aid they) C 
that thy Diſciples may ſee the Yorks that thou doeft, for there 
is no man that doth any thing in ſecret and he himſelf ſeek- 
eth to be known openly : if thou do thoſe things ſhew thy ſelf 


- tothe World; lo was it with him generally, I except when 


the Church came to be concerned, Then was he upand diſchars- 
ed the duty of a true Prelate, the Zeal of Gods Houſe ea- 
ting him up; he being thereupon fometi mes paſſionately 
troubled, where any thing fell ſhort of his expeQation 
that way. Careful he was of his Epiſcopal Charge ; as in 
what was m his own Divceſs of Armagh under hus ordina» 
ry care, ſo throughout his Province ; that others in like 
place ſubordinately, ſhould ſee to their work allo. He did 
encourage well doing in alt the Clergy,exhorting the back- 
ward, and reproving what was amils; and that general- 
ly in. mildneſs, but fometimes where cauſe required, 
{harply, yet that oft with tears. 

| Not long before his end'being faſtned to his Bed, and a 
viſitation then being held by his Surrogate, for his Dio- 
ceſs of 4rmagh,he deſired in the return, to underſtand the 
ftate of the Churches there ; to which this accompt was: 
given him,. Ihat therewas no Church there, without an 
able and tearned Miniſter : and that the duty in every 
Church: was performed duly by a Refident Miniſter, or 
an able Reſident Curate with competent allowance. This 
I had froma learned Perſon, whoſe that work was under 
him principally, which accompt was by him recived with 
much ſatisfaction, as what was to be ſhortly after given 
by him to the great Biſhop of Souls. 

As to Charity, Piety, and Beneficence, this 1s a- principal 
Qualificaticn, and becoming that ſacred Order above 0- 
thers, concerning which as to this pions Prelat, ſomething; 
hath been already ſpoken: His charitable re/zeving thoſe 
poor ſtript Proteſtants in Ireland white he was there, 4. 
1641 feeding the Hungry, Clothing the Naked and provi-

ding all neceſſaries for the Sick ; and' that ſo liberally, and ſo 


long,as thathe washimſelfat length brought neer tohismor-: 
{el, and thereby enforced to ſeck elſewhere what to cat; 
of which before Alſo i» tes of his retirements in Eng- 
land, his own Stock, and ſtore.-being ſhort for helping 6-- 
thers as he defired ; [Ze made it his work to ſtir up others to-' 


that good Fork, for relieving the neceſſities of poor Iriſh 
Sufferers, flocking daily to Zondon for help ; eſpecially 
for the diſtreſſed of the Clergy , and thoſe particularly 
of Exgland luffering tor a good Conſcience. Hereunto 
were charitable Perlons by his ſolicitations moved to large 
Contriburions : they chooling him the firſt mover, to be 
therein the Almoſner and Diſpenſer of their bounty. to 
{uch as he ſhould judge fitting : this he diſcharged with all 
faithfulnes. And among others was thereby releived © that 
Worthy and Learned Prelat' of /relanud Biſbop Chappel 
that excellent Provoſt ſometimes of this Coll-dge of Dablin. 
After his return into /re/and , God having bleſſed him 
1n his Subſtance conſiderably, he would not be unmind- 
ful of that place in Ezg/azd where he was Born. And 
at Driohlington in York-Shire, his Native place and Coun- 
try, he erefted and endowed a Free Schoo!, endowing 
that with a /arge yearly Revenue for ever. And in 
treland, Beſide what was by him piouſly contributed to- 
ward the repairing and adorning the two Cathedrals in 
Dublin Chriſts Church and St. Patricks, There was added 
his Care and Bounty towards his Cathedral at 4rmagh. 
As to Armagh, That had oft fatally ſuffered almoſt to 
utter deſolation : that place Seated in the Province of 74/- 
fer, being in troubleſome times ſubject to frequent incur- 
ſons and attempts of Enemies. It had ſuffered by Fire 
and Sword A» 890. 893. and 919. 1166. and 1179. 
and 1199. and laſtly 1642. when Sr. Phelim O Nette 1n 
the head of an Army of about 700o Rebels aflaulting 
Liſnegarvy {now 7isburn) and being ſhamefully repulſed 
by a few.not exceeding (if ſo many as) 209 Brittith a- 
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mong whom that Noble Perion Sr; Gqorge Rawary was 
Eniinerit above. any : the enraged Rebels therefore in their 
feturn revenged, chewlelyes in; the. cruel murthering a 
number'of-poor. Proteſtants yet.in, their power. One alfy 
of their chief Officers of the O /Veiles, deſtroyed Trmagh, 
and' conſumed that: great: Cathedral with Fire, which fa- 
crilegious A& of that wicked perſon c{caped not diving 
Juſtice, be ſoon after falling diſtracted and dying miſerably 

The: repairing that vaſt Pile and. Cathedral of Armagh 
wasa. chief» care of this pious . Prelate,. its Arch-Biſhop; 
towatds. which; that being the Metropolitical Church of 
that Province iof: Amagh, contributions had been 1n all 
former'times 6n' fuclroccafions made: tor it in the ſeveral 
Dioceſles {ubjet:to that Metropolitan; the Iike therefore 
was now.alſa propoled, which being done,. and the re- 
turn :madez-it iwasifound: very thort. of 'what was hoped 
for,and nat.anſwerang; the ſixth partot the. charge herein 
neceſſary.) Thereuntowere allg-applyed other ſmall Reve- 
nues of the Church, which comingsan,. being. limited, tg 

certain days of payment as they became due ; thoſe alſy 

coming «in{lowly; 'and- {ome tazling.; and. alt ſhort of 
what-that great Work further, required : theyetoxe for 

preſent advance of Mony to anſwer the conltzat carry- 

ing onthat Work, and to ſupply what was every way ne- 

ceſlary. in{:all;'! it: cannot , be reaſonably judged but,that 

this great perſods Bounty was in that conliderable ; refer: 

ring; for particular/to accompts taken of the whole:But 

now! by his care is-the; whole Fabrick pertetted and the 

Service of God in its ſeveral Miniſtrations reſtored, and 

that conſtantly attended to the juft praiſe of his Piety, 

Care, and Beneficenee. 

As tohis other:wiledij{penſing charitably tothe needy he 
referyed himſelf inthat unto himſelf, (as mother his great 
parts.) which were not for common!oblexyation; charity 
being: in that properly ordered, 10+as that 7he left hand. 
ſbould not knav what the right bandaoth, | yet by that —_

have afſyrancethat he was full'vf good /Faorts.andin that 
way conſtant and forward; not expeCing ſolicitatwns and 
addreſſes toward it, but enquiring ſectetly for the Poor 
and Needy, and ſending them oft help, 'they /knew not 
whence, and that as occaſion was tor it, liberally. One 
Perſon being -inſtanced ( but not named ) to whom atone 
time out of his own Purſe, he ſent one hundred Pound. 
© I fay ont of his own Purſe ; to difference what was ſoby 
Him done, from what, by 41s honourable place. of his Magi- 
fties Almoſner of Treland, he faithfully diſperſed. | Faith- 
ful he was in that his publique truſt, not ſuffering any 
part of what came in that way to mix with his -private. 
But depoſiting this in that faichful hand that received it, to 
be forthwith diſpoſed to its proper uſe, as the comings 
in, which were'Slow , would allow it. | I have peruſed 
thoſe accompts, and found the comings into be ſometimes 
by 20 'Shillings, or ſuch ſmall Sums ar a time, ſometimes 
more, but never above 23 Pounds, and that but once, 
thoſe comings in alſo being uncertain and but as occaſions 
were for it, by its double Branches of Fines or Deodanas, 
the whole. ſum of both put together making: up. bur 
169.184,14, and that in 15 Years from 1663 to 1678. 
Yet was this, whatſoever it was in common eſteem {ufh- 
cient to cloud his private Charity, allby him done, being 
commonly interpreted only on the publique accompt, 
which was no trouble to him, but well anſwering his de- 
fire of beingin that work as to himſelf private and un- 
obferved. © | 
As to his private Eſtate and Fortunes, God bleſſed him 
in that abundantly. A Blefſing promiſed to the Chari- 
table, yetis not that allways ſon this Life. God reſer- 
ving fome Terributions/'and the greater, to another; here 
.alſo Providence, ordering commonly; that «1 things be 
alike to good ind bad(e); and that Zowe or Hatred, (of God 
to menin their ſeyeral States of good and evil ) appear 
not

not by any thing before them, Proſperity or Adverſity (d,) 


there are wicked —_ and good fufferinzg, Good alſo 
abounding in outward happineſs, and wicked miſerable. Abra- 
ham, Jſaac and Facob among the Patriarchs, had the 
bleſſing of abundance. But it 15 to be obſerved that the 
proſperity of the good is more ſubjett to Envy and De* 
trattion , then is that of the wicked commonly ; Sv 
wasit with //aac. He was proſperous and was there- 
fore maligned and troubled, although peaceable and qui- 
ct, and thruſt away by his ill Neighbours the Philiftins, 
which being by him expoſtulated with them, the anſwer 
was , becauſe we ſaw certainly that the Lord was with 
thee (e). 

This ſeems the condition of this Patriarch alſo ( for in 
that rank of a Patriarch in the Church, is the Primat of 
Armagh alſo eſteemed ) Gods thus blefling him, it it be 
not a trouble to ſome, yet is there from that what 4s ob- 
jected for a Crime ; that iz Zugland be had laid out what 
he had acquired in treland, and not there rather where he 
hadit. This is obſerved. 

But to the contrary it is well known that even 7» /re- 
land he laid out for a ſettlement for one of his Children, 
n0 leſs then 4 thouſand Pounds at once. And the like Su 
of 4 thouſand more towards the ſettlement there of ano- 
ther of his Children. He was alſo on purchaleing not 
far off, an Eſtateſould after for 6 thouſand Pound, which he 
might have had cheaper, butrefuſed to deal in it, under- 
ſtanding part of it to be Abbey Land. For in all his 
layings out whereſoever,he was ever careful not to medle 
with any concern of the Church, nor with Tithes, nor 
with what did belong to Abbeys, having oft obſerved 
the evil of that to their Poſleflors. 

That therefore of his not laying ont of his Subſtance is 
treland, is a cauſlels detraCtion, the contrary appearing 
conſiderably. 

But, wherein is the evil of his providing a ſettlement

alſo in Fnglind, as in Ireland ;. and whether in that were 
not his conſiderations prudent and provident. 

He had iz Jreland (cen and felt the prodigious evills of 
that fata/ Zear 1641. How it was then with others, 
and with himzſc/Falſo; and that holding 20 Years after. 

He might have remembred that Year 1641, was not 
the fir [t of that kind im this Kingdom, that being but a 
repeating over - and over again what was oft before , 
although never in fo high a degree of milchief in any 
age till then. 

He might have conſidered, that #t mizht be ſo again, 
as then and before ; the fame effeQts likely following where 
the ſame cauſes are in being. Solomons obſervation of 
times. generally, may be ſo here: 7he thins that hath 
bin, is what ſhall be, and that which is done, is that which 


{ball be done (f). May it not therefore be thought adviſa- 


ble and convenient on ſuch conſiderations, that there

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ſhould be a laying up in ſtore, where is more fecurity to 
anſwer ſuch accidents ; Iwih there be not ſome here 
this day alive, who refleQting on this, may not find cauſe 
hereafter to ſay at leaſt, that he was tn this, 'provident. 
I wiſh I may be in this a falſe Prophet. And if there be 
any whoſe hopes are better, 1 ſhould willingly fay to that 
Amen, as did the Prophet Feremiab in ſomewhat a like 
caſe(g).but And now to come. from this great Prelates Life 
to his end. A little before his laft diſtemper he found 
( he ſaid ) his Heart filled with Foys and Comforts in God, 
extraordinary above all that conld be imagined, Such arc 
found in Gods Children ſometimes after great Trials and 
Sufferings, to refreſh. Sometimes under ſuch Suffering s to ſup- 
port, as an Angel ſent to Chrift in his Agony (h) after 
which we hear him not complain any more, as thrice be- 
fore of his Cup. (i) And ſometimes this 1s before and intro- 
duitory to ſome great change, preparing for it.. 

The fifth of 17ay laſt a Sacrament Day in this Church: 
he would be then a publique. Communicant, and thar,

-not withſtanding his Phiſitians deſires to the contrary, 
not by his going abroad to expoſe himſelf to inconveni- 


encies ; his Diltemper having already gotten ſome hold 
of him. He was a ſtrict obſerver of his Phiſitians pre- 
{cripts and councells at all times now only excepted, pre- 
ferring Gods ſervice to his private Condition. He was 
always a conſtant frequenter above others, of the pub- 
lique ſervice of God, not omitting any occaſion for that, 
where any —_ of Health would permit. Afeer 
that, and from thenceforth he was confined to his Houſe by 
his indiſpoſition encreafing. 

But, there he found the Church ; the Church at his houſe 
(7), His Houſe being an Oratory for conſtantand frequent 
Devotions; publique in the uſe of Church Offices, and in 
private Prayers allo; many reſorting thither principally 
for ſerving God. And when he ſeemed to be confined to his 
Chamber : yet then ( although not well able ) would he ſtep 
out to be in the company of thoſe worſhiping Ged in 
the next room, parting from them with a bleſſing to that 


meeting. After a while that hberty was denied him,nor 


to be reſtrained only to his Chamber, but to be alſo faſtned 
to his Bed, Thennotwithſtanding ſome hopes given by 
his Phiſitians, he gave himſelf to prepare carefully for 
that change which he did foreſee more then others, This 
he did by Prayer, and for the Church was his Prayers 
particularly;and deſired others Prayers alſo with him and 
for him. Alſo by private Meditation in which he was 
frequent, complaining ſometimes of being in that diſtur- 
bed by ſome not oblerving it. He deſired alſo the Sacra- 
ment which he received together with the Church 
Abſolution, being exceedingly ſatisfied and comforted 
with both. His Pairs encreafing, his Patience alſo en- 
creaſed and appeared to admiration, hardly complaining 
otherwiſe, then by a Groan nowand then ſtealing from 
him, and being once obſerved by ſome geſtures to be 
troubled, he was asked where his Pain was where ( ſaid he)

in all; little trouble (-), only turning to me, he ſaid (Creda

derſtand his Pain, and ſhewing how he found in that, ſup- 
port under all rms. + his Faith and hope of the Reſur- 
redtion, ſome wiſhing him eaſe, he deſired (he ſaid) Pa- 
tience rather, that being a Grace ana from Gods Spirit, 
eaſe being natural, oft he had in his Mouth that of. the 
Apoſtle (t) deſire to diſſolve and be with Chriſt; todiſſotve, 
not ( ascommonly) to be diſſolved, this ſignifiing obed;- 
ence and ſubmiffion(which is wellbut the other wiklagnel 
and defire tobe with Chriſt. This alſo he had ſometimes, 
Tam not aſhamed tolive nor fear to ay. 

And in that his laſt ; lis Lips. were much for bleſſing ; 
for his laſt bemediition was the reſort to his Bed ſyde great 
and daily, of all forts conditions and degrees of Men. 
Blefſinos are not in vain, and at ſuch times eſpecially, 
dying Bleſſings and Exhortations are ſerious and prevail- 
ing. Andain all he had the ap of being ſenſible 
to the laſt. And whereas one dyeth in his full trength, 
his Breaſt full of Milk, and his Bones moiſtned with Mar- 
row (1). His end was with the bleſſing of 2 good old ave 
the 78 Year of his age (m) then carried to his Grave in a 


full age, like as a Shock of Corn cometh in, in his Seaſon (o,
